Bahngasse 30/32. It is understood that she has become resigned 
to husband's disappearance but gets i^set by recto*rent news- 
paper articles idiich have been appearing about her husband* It 
has been independently established that Ifrs* SAHXTZSR does not 
receive mall posted abroad at either her residence, Viecna XZV, 
Ferchtoldsdorf Bochstrgsse 34, or at her place of employnent*"

Refer ence la made to Secret report ISX33 of Ifeadqnarters Cos^pany "A* 
2677 Regiment, QTflce of Strategic Services, cm subject, dated July 1545, 
describing subject 'a counter Intelligence activities directed against Soviet 
intelligenoe operations* 



Ja June 154S subject expressed the desire for an Interview with a repre«> 
sentatlve of a T7*S« Intelligence, wberei:^Gn he was contacted at tbs lANDBS* 
aSRICET jail* 



Subject states that the Soviets want to have him transferred into their 
custody In order to obtain certain InfomatlGn listed below, which could 
be used to the disadvantage of the TJ*S« and of Austria* It la noted that 
an Infcroant of subject, a certain WKH31NGER, who penetrated the Gommunlsts 
fear subject, was reported : -::ioved frem the IAHDSSGE&ICHT jail by the Soviete, 
and that the Soviets have obtained a copy of subject's hearing wherein he 
eaq)lalned the military nature of bis activities to the Austrian authorities* 
Subject does not desire to evade Austrian trials but requests Intervention 
by the IT*S* authorities to prevent his transfer to Soviet custody* Subject 
states he e3q>ect8 to be released in the near future, for he is of the im- 
pression his innocence has been established in the hearings of the Austrian 
authorities* Subject claims no Allied agents apprehended or Investigated 
by his section were executed, as required by German law at that time, and 
that heiao extremely lenient towards persons aiding or abetting foreign 
agents • 

Subject believes hii> knowledge of the following topics ajxl networks have 
made the Soviets determined to gain him in their custody, and would make 
U*S* Intervention is^eratlvet 

1* Reference is made to the report of CGS, 1S133, listing subject 
as an expert on Soviet ciphers, codes, Soviet and CCUIKTSIN Intelligence opera- 
tions* The Soviets probably suspect that his experience may be utilized In 
future counter Intelligence operations directed against Soviet intelligence 
activities* 











2* The Swieta presumably are interested in gaining evidence of 
double roles played by some of their agents known to subject* 

3* Subject was in control of a network covering the areas Slovenia, 
Yugoslav la, Austria and Slwenia* This network is comprised of about 100 In- 
formants in all strata of society ~ Comnunista, aristocrats, priests, and 
former members of opposition parties* Although subject refuses to disclose 
their Identity at present, such a network is likely to have existed, and it 
can be expected that subject will surrender the persona involved to the Soviet 
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Intelligence under duress* These former Gestapo informantsj many in key 
poaltlonSj TTOuld certainly be susceptible to Soviet prea^uTe, and could 
easily be ecmqpelled to operate on behalf of Soviet intelligence- 

4* Subject trained a geavip (abotxt 30} of UPA (Uhraninlao Liberation 
Army) agents in Bratislava and Vienna for missions behind the Bed Army lines* 

A certain Lipiteky (phcKietlc}^ an Ukrainian sent traa Berlin by the RSHAj nas 
in charge of these ^A agents* This group arrlTsd safely in Ikssau upon the 
teminatioii of the ear* The Soviets may fear that this group today is engaged 
in anti-Soviet underground operations and desire to learn more about this 
and similar groups* 

5» Subject claims the S<^iets have discovered that be haa knowledge 
of a group of dissident Red Army officers which maintained cmtact vltb the 
Abwehr during the war* If the following informatloD Is proved to be correct^ 
this probably constitutes the strongest argument for IT.S* intervention to 
prevent subject's being taken into Soviet custody* 

Turing the izxvestigatioos of the 20 July uprising^ subject was ordered by RSEl 
to find the alleged radio contact of the Abuehr with the Soviet Thlcn* Sub- 
ject states he was able to locate this contact^ which was maintained by AST 
X7II* It was determined that this project was not utilized by the dissident 
Abwehr to facilitate their revolt but as a source of positive intelligence* 

The project continued after 20 July under the auspices of the RSHA* 

The Abwehr wae in contact with a dissident group of high Red Army officers 
directed by a certain SAJ£0JE7, chief of the Bed Amy signal training* Bulio 
contact was maintained under the guise of practice transmissions from four 
different points in the Soviet Uilon* Subject recalls one radio operator 
was located in the Crimea who used the corer name "AKATCLEi'« Those Soviet 
transmissions were received by a certain LCNGBf^ a white Russian inmigrant 
working for AST XVlIj first in Budapest and later in Vienna* LCKOIN bad been 
a member of the anti-Bolshevik Russian exile movement of a former Csarist 
General TUHKUL* The AST coxxtect to LGNOIN was established by a certain SATDBBj 
alias KIAIT^ a Jewish operative of the AST* AAGDES had met LOfiGBI in a Buda- 
pest Jail^ both teld for some minor offense* The AST used SAUDER as intermediary 
to LOIGXN in this project until 1$M, when KAUDSl was removed on charges of 
graft* After thls^ LGNQIN ma i n t a i n ed direct contact with Coloiel WISSKER of the 
ASTj a Geman national now believed to be in Germany* 

After the war LQfGIK and were held by the CSS in Salzburg* Subject be- 

lieves a successor agency of the CBS Is utilizing LCNGIR to maintain contact 
with the dissident Red Army cell around Samojav* 

Subject also remembers a newspaper report on tbs death of SABDER-MATT follow- 
ing a car accident^ Tihlch he considers a ri^e to protect whcan 

he also believes to be wcrking for the U*S* IDatelligence and whoa the Soviets 
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prevlotuily Isad attaisptad to kidoap* A certain sniTSI^ tbs aecretaxT’ of 

KATJIISS-KL^j r^ort^ly la working tor CIO Gtendan. j
